LICENSES REVOCABLE 


Vio latio n o f Liquo r Laws 
Will Result in Immediate 
Clo sing Order 


An ordinance to license the sale of 
soft drinks of all kinds in the city of 
Dixon was offered at the meeting of 
the city commission today, and after 
being read, was placed on file for one 
week. 
It will be passed next Tu es­ 
day, withou t a dou bt, as all of the 
commissioners are fav orable toward 
it. 
The measu re 
prov ides only a 
nominal license fee, $2 per year, and 
is not intended as a bu rden u pon the 
soft drink dealers, bu t as a regu ­ 
latory measu re, which will giv e the 
cou ncil power to close u p at any time 
any soft drink shop which sells In­ 
toxicants or v iolates any city or state 
law. 
The licenses will expire at the 
end of each fiscal year.

Several Different U ses of Term, A p ­ 
plied as Occasion Demands, Are 
Cited by National Authority. 


The different uses o f to nnage terms 
when speaking o f ships are causes o f 
co nfusio n to the lay mind. 
Why ships j 
canno t he really co mpared acco rding 
to to nnuge is explained by Cnpt. 
A. 
McAllister, engineer in chief, United 
States co ast guard, in an article in 
Po pular Science Mo nthly. Fo r example, 
he states, steamship co mpanies, in o r­ 
der to impress relative safety o f their 
craft, will advertise the sailing o f a 
certain steamer o f 20,000 to ns, mean­ 
ing, o f co urse, gro ss to ns. 
The co m­ 
pany’s agent, in-entering it at the cus­ 
to m ho use, will take precautio n to cer­ 
tify that she is o nly 7,340 to ns, when 
paying to nnage taxes. 
He then is re­ 
ferring to her net to nnage, and in fact 
that standard is used o niy when pay­ 
ing dues o r taxes. 
Displacement to nnage Is almo st ex­ 
clusively applied to warships, as they 
do no t carry cargo es. 
Strange to say, 
the to nnage o f a battleship varies al­ 
mo st ho urly, as co al o r o ther weighty 
o bjects are used o r taken o n bo ard. 
The to nnuge o f warships is, ho wever, 
fixed; they are referred to In terms o f 
the fixed to nnage. 
A statement that a 10.0(H) to n battle­ 
ship sank a 10,000-to n merchant ship 
do es no t mean that the ships were o i 
equal size. 
The merchant ship wo uld 
be much larger, o wing to ti e different 
meanings o f the term “to n,” as applied 
to the two types o f vessels. It is abso ­ 
lutely Impo ssible to give rules fo r the 
relatio n o f these terms, as the co ndi­ 
tio ns vary to o greatly. Generally speak 
ing. the gro ss to nnage o f a ship Is fro m 
r>0 to KH) per cent greater than the net 
to nnage.

If we are to furnish the allies with 
the necessary proportion of wheat to 
maintain their war bread from now 
until the nex t harvest, and this is a 
military necessity , we must reduce our 
monthly 
consumption 
to 
21,000,000 
bushels a 'month as against'out" rior- 
mal consumption of about 42,000,000 
bushels, or 50 per cent, of our norma! 
consumption. 
This is the situation as 
set forth by the U. S. Food Adminis­ 
tration at Washington. 
Itcserving a 
margin for distribution to the army 
and for special cases, leaves for gen 
eral consumption approx imately 1*6 
pounds of wheat products weekly per 
person, 
the 
Food 
Administration’s 
statement 
continues: 
Many 
of our 
consumers are dependent upou bakers 
bread. 
Such bread must be durable 
and therefore require® a larger propor­ 
tion of wheat products than cereal 
breads baked in the household. 
Our 
army and navy require a full allow­ 
ance. The well-to-do in our population 
can mnke greater sacrifices In the con 
sumption of wheat products than can 
the f» oor. 
In addition, our imputation 
in the agricultural districts, where the 
other cereals are abundant, are more 
skilled in the preparation of breads 
from 
these other cereals than 
the 
crowded city and industrial popula­ 
tions. 
With improved transportation condi­ 
tions we now have available a surplus 
of potatoes. 
We also have in the 
spring months a surplus of milk, and 
we have ample corn and oats for hu 
man consumption. 
The drain on ry e 
and barley as substitutes lurs already 
greatly ex hausted the supply of these 
grains. 
To effect the needed saving of wheat 
we are wholly dependent upon the 
voluntary assistance of the American 
people and we ask that the following 
rules shall be observed: 
1. Householders to use not to ex ceed 
n total of 1 Vi pounds per week of 
wheat 
products 
per 
person. 
This 
means not more than 1% pounds of 
Victory bread containing the required 
percentage of substitutes and one-half 
pound 
of 
cooking 
flour, 
macaroni, 
crackers, pastry , pics, cakes, wheat 
breakfast cereals, all combined. 
2. Public eating places and clubs to 
observe two whea tless day s per week, 
Monday and Wednesday , as at present. 
In addition thereto, not to serve to 
any one guest at any one meal an 
nggregate of bread-stuffs, 
macaroni, 
crackers, pastry , pies, cakes, wheat 
breakfast cereals, containing a total 
of more tbnn two ounces of wheat 
flour. 
No wheat products to lie served 
unless specially ordered. 
Public eat­ 
ing establishments not to buy more 
tlmu six pounds of wheat products for 
each ninety meals served, thus con­ 
forming with the limitations requested 
of the householders. 
3. Retailers to sell not more than 
one-eighth of n barrel of flour to any 
town customer at any one time and 
not more than one-quarter of a barrel 
to any country customer at any one 
time, and in no case to sell wheat 
products without the sale of an equal 
weight of other cereals. 
4. We ask tlie bakers and grocers to 
reduce the volume of Victory bread 
sold, by delivery of the three-quarter 
pound loaf where one pound was sold 
before, and corresponding proportions 
in other weights. 
We also ask bakers 
not to increase the amount of their 
wheut flour purchases bey ond 70 per 
cent, of the average monthly amount 
purchased in the four months prior to 
March 1. 
5. Manufacturers using wheat prod­ 
ucts 
lor 
non-food 
purposes 
should 
cease such use entirely . 
G. There is no limit upon the use of 
other cereals, flours, and meals, corn, 
barley , 
buckwheat, 
potato flour, et 
cetera. 
Many thousand families throughout 
the land are now using no wheat prod­ 
ucts whatever, ex cept a very sm a ll1 
amount for cooking purposes, and are 
doing so in perfect health and sa tisfa c­ 
tion. 
There is no reason why nil of 
the American people who are able to 
cook in their own households cannot 
subsist perfectly well with the use o f 
less wheat products than one and one- 
half pounds a week, and we specially 
ask the well-to-do households in the 
country to follow this additional pro­ 
gramme in order that we may provide 
the necessary marginal supplies for 
those parts of the community less able 
to adapt themselves to so large a pro­ 
portion of substitutes. 
In order that we shall be able to 
mnke the wheat ex ports that are ab­ 
solutely demanded of us to maintain 
the civil population and soldiers of the 
a llies and our own army , we propose 
to supplement the voluntary co-opera­ 
tion of the public by a further limita­ 
tion of distribution, and we sball place 
at once restrictions on distribution 
which will be adjusted from time to 
time to secure as nearly equitable dis­ 
tribution as possible. 
With the arrival 
of harvest we should be able to relax 
such restrictions. 
Until then we ask 
for the necessary patience, sacrifice 
and co-operation of the distributing 
trades.

World Has O nly Tradition 
to 
Re ly 
Upon as to » a te of the Birth 
of Chris t. 


The traditional 25 th of December as 
the date of the birth of the Sav ior has 
no historical 
au thority bey ond 
the 
fou rth centu ry , when the Christmas 
festiv al was Introdu ced first in Rome 
(A. I) 30O>, on the basis of sev eral Ro­ 
man festiv als (the Satu rnalia, Slgll- 
Jario, Ju v enalia, Bmmalla, or Dies 
nattdis Inv icti Solis), v blch were held 
In the latter p art of December, in com 
rneraorntion of the golden age of lib­ 
erty and eq u ality , and In honor of the 
su n, who in the winter solstice is, a9 it 
were, born anew, and begins his con­ 
q u ering march. The only indication of 
the season of Christ's birth Is the fact 
that the shep herds were 
watching 
their flock s in the field at the time 
(Lu k e 11:8 ), and this fact p oints to 
any other season rather than winter, 
and Is, therefore, not fav orable to the 
traditional date. 
Besides, the ancient 
tradition Is of no accou nt here, as it 
v aried down to the fou rth centu ry . 
Clement of Alex andria relates that 
some regnrded the 25 th, Pachon (I. e., 
May 20), others the 24th or 25 th, Phar- 
mu thi (Ap ril 19 or 20), os the day of 
Nativ ity . 
As to modern research, the only 
p oint on which div ines generally agree 
is that Christ was not born on Christ­ 
mas day , while nu merou s learned au ­ 
thorities p u t the birth on almost ev ery 
date of the y ear.

A v ery remark able geological freak 
in Mex ico is a mou ntain situ ated near 
Pnchu ca which p resents the ap p ear­ 
ance at a distance of being cov ered 
with sp ik es. 
The sides of the mou n­ 
tain are closely stu dded with stone col­ 
u mns or p alisades. Those colu mns are 
fiv e to twelv e feet long and as largo 
rou nd as an av erage man's body . 
It 
is a remark able u p lift of natu re which 
has the ap p earance, howev er, of being 
the handiwork of hu man beings. One 
side of the mou ntain Is almost p erp en­ 
dicu lar and the stone colu mns p ro­ 
tru de from the su rface at right angles, 
forming an Imp ressiv e p ictu re. 
Pnohu ca is one of the most noted 
mining districts In Mex ico, and it Is 
said by geologists that this rem ark a­ 
ble sp ik ed mou ntain is ou t of k eep ing 
with the remainder of the formation 
of the mineralized region. 
The stone 
is as hard as flint and has withstood 
•the elements of ages. The sp ik es form 
a natu ral battlement that mak es the 
mou ntain ap p ear from a distance lik e 
on ancient fort. 
The mines of the 
Pachu cn district are situ ated not far 
from this wonderfu l freak of natu re, 
bu t the formation encou ntered in their 
resp ectiv e u ndergrou nd work ings is of 
an entirely different k ind from that of 
the p alisade. 


ANIMALS ARE GOOD SWIMMERS 


Pola r Be a r, Who Pa s s e s Hia Tim e In 
Ic y W a te rs , lo Re ga rde d Be s t, 
Though Not Swifte s t. 


Nearly all animals are better swim­ 
mers than man and tak e to the water 
natu rally . 
The rhinoceros and hip p o­ 
p otamu s are wonderfu l swimmers and 
div ers, 
while 
the 
Indiafi 
elep hant 
crosses great riv ers with heav y loads. 
London Tit-Bits states. 
The elk and the reindeer are first- 
class swimmers. 
The elk k eep « his 
head abov e water and crosses directly 
from bank to bank to av oid tu rning. 
The reindeer, on the other hand, tu rns 
as often as he lik es, k eep ing his head 
only a little abov e » lie su rface. Bu t of 
all swimmers of nil climes the best, 
thou gh not the swiftest, is the p olar 
bear, who p asses half his time iu the 
water 
swimming 
and 
div ing. 
His 
swimming p ower Is nothing short of 
miracu lou s if it be remembered that 
the water in the regions he freq u ents 
is inv ariably cold and that cold is nor­ 
mally p rohibitiv e to good swimming. 
There are bears that can swim from 
twenty -fiv e to thirty 
miles withou t 
great effort. 
One of the swiftest swimming ani­ 
mals is the sq u irrel. 
A sp ortsman on 
one occasion, hav ing at hand a sq u ir­ 
rel born in cap tiv ity , wldcli had nev er 
seen water, warned to see if it cou ld 
swim and took it with him in a row­ 
boat to the center of the lak e. 
The 
sq u irrel tu rned toward the bank , head 
and p aws abov e the water, back and 
tail u nderneath It, and began to swim 
so rap idly that it was with the great­ 
est difficu lty that the man recov ered it 
when it reached the shallow water 
near the land.

The tornado of the Western p lains is 
identical in formation with the snnd- 
whirl. The su n beats fiercely on a lim­ 
ited area—say ten sq u are miles of bar­ 
ren p rairie—and as a resu lt the air nex t 
the earth becomes v ery hot, p erhap s 
120 degrees, and the mass is constant­ 
ly Increasing In v olu me. 
Abov e the 
warm air is a stratu m p erhap s 20 de­ 
grees colder. 
By and by a p assageway Is made, 
the hot air begins 
to ascend and the 
cold u p p er air, p ressing downward, 
forces the lighter air throu gh a chan­ 
nel thu s formed. 
It begins to whirl, it 
increases in v elocity , a su rface cu r­ 
rent forces it along, and the tornado 
starts on Its destru ctiv e jou rney . 
The terrific cy clone originates In 
mu ch the same way , only differing in 
ex tent. 
The most v iolent cy clones or­ 
iginate In trop ical latitu des, in the At 
lantlc ocean, to the north and east of 
West Indian islands and in the Pacific, 
in the China sea and in the neighbor­ 
hood of the Philip p ine islands. 
The reason they are so destru ctiv e 
is becau se they are carried su ch great 
distances by ex traneou s influ ences.

is no need more than to remind any 
observ er of hu man natu re that man­ 
k ind acts rather u p on p assion than 
u p on conv iction. Bru tu s demonstrated 
his p oint in p rose; it u rns a p oetic ap­ 
p eal that made the stones of Rome to 
rise and mu tiny . 
We define and de­ 
termine and decide, and still do noth­ 
ing; bu t when we begin to feel, some­ 
thing is done.
